' his case to the court of appeals, but 
it was aflfirmed and he will probably 
I be take" to the pen next week.

ORDINANCE NO. 22. 

License Ordinance. 

An ordinance fixinx: and regulat- 
ing: license ftaMy^various lines of 
buHiness, avdHRm and occtttiations 
in the City of Hopkinsville, Ky. 

Be it ordaininl by tho Board of 
Council of the City of Hopkinsville, 
Kentucky: 

St < 1. - That aft«r the pas- 
sage of this ordinance, no person, 
firm, company or corjioration, shall 
be engaged in any business, trade, 
occupation or profession hereinafter 
mentioned, in said city, until he, 
she. they or it. shall have obtained 
a license therefor as hereinafter 
provided. 

See. 2.— Every such license shall 
specify by name the person, 
firm, company or corporation tn 
whom or which it shall be issued, 
and shall designate the particular 
place, giving street and number at 
which the bu^ness is to be conduct- 
ed or carried on, if said business is to 
be conducted at any particular place, 
and shall state the length of time, 
the tertns and conditions for and 
upon which audi license is granted. 

Sec. 3. — Any person, firm, com- 
pany or corporation wishing to 
engage in any business for which a 
license may be required, shall (ex- 
cept where otherwise provided by 
ordinance), make application there- 
for to the City Treasurer in writing, 
which application shall state the 
name of the person, firm, company 
or corporation desiring same; the 
number of the house and the street 
on which same is located, in which 
the business is to be conducted; if 
said btisineas is to be conducted at 
any particular place, then it shall be 
the duty of said Treasurer and he is 
hereby authorized and directed, 
when such applicant pays to him, 
the amount of license ti - vl by 
ordinance upon the bua; . which 
said applicant proposes to conduct, 
toSsatte to such applicant, such li- 
cense, and to indorse on the back of 
such license a receipt for said 
amount paid for such license. 

Sec. 4.— In the absence of the 
Treasurer from his office, or from 
his inability from any cause to per 
form the duties required of him. the 
same shall devolve upon the Mayor 
and be by him discharged aiid per- 
formed during the absence or in- 
abiUty of the Treasurer. 

Sec. 5. — No license obtained or 
granted under this ordinance shall 
be transferable. 

Sec. 6.— All revenues derived from 
licensee under the provisions of this 
ordinance shall be paid into the city 
treaaaiy, and placed to the credit of 
the general fund of the City of Hop- 
kinsville. 

Sec. 7 —Said license tax shall be 
as follows: 

That the tax on each license to 
carry on or conduct the business of 
an auction house or stand shall be 
the sum of $25.00 per day, and the 
license to issue for as many days at 
the rate of .|25.00 per day as the ap- 
plicant may desire. All persons, firms, 
companies or corporations having a 
house or stand whore the business of 
selling goods, wares and merchan- 
dise at auction— except officers of 
the State, county or city, or of the 
United States, whose oflicial duty it 
is or may be to ?ell while in dis- 
charge of that duty— shall be deemed 
auction houses or stands, and such 
license shall not authoriz!^ the holder 
thereof to do business elsewhere 
than at the place where he is so 
licen.se<l to conduct his business. 
Provided that nothing herein con- 
tained shall prevent any person from 
selling any buR^y, harness or other 
thing, if such person is not a dealer 
in such articles, and not selling the 
same as a business or occupation. 

Auctioneers— For Auctioneers, 
$15.00 per annum, or two dollars per 
day. 

Vehicles— For each vehicle run 

for hire said license tax per annum 
shall be as follows: For each dray 
$5 00, for each cart $3.00, for each 
one horse express $5.00, for each 
two horse transfer, express or wagon 
$7.50: for each two horse hack or 
omnibus |M>.00: for each four horse 
wajron $.s.(M»; for oarh .ix horse wag- 
on $10.00, for e^ch automobile $25.00. 
All vehicles so licensed to be number- 
ed consecutively, and the number 
designated placed by applicant on 
said vehicle. 

Bowling Alleys, Nine and ten Pin 
Alleys. -For each Bowling Alley, 
Nine or Ten Pin Alley. $25.00 per 
annum for the first and $20.00 per 
annum for each additional alley. 

Skating Rinks— For each roller 
skating rink $25.00 per annum. 

Shooting Galleries or other similar 
contrivance. -For each shooting gal- 



j lery. or oUu'i ainiilar contrivance, 
$60. per annum. Provided, tlMt no 
fluch business shall be conducted in 
open air. nor in any open building or 
shed, unless the targets or marks 
used, be set against solid walls 
through which balls from the guna 
cannot penetrate, and high and wide 
enough to protect the public against 
accident. 

lif'volvii.g Swing. Flying Dutch- 
man, etc. - For each fiying dutchman 
or other revolving swing or contri* 
vancc operated for ;raiii $100,00, per 
annum or $10.00 per week. 

Circuses. etc—Por each circus, or 
circus and menagerie the iiccn.se tax 
per day shall be one dollar for each 
cent admission fee charged for adults 
admission fees to maili ihows, reserv- 
ed seats, side shows and concerts to 
to be counted in the estimate. 

Baby Racket, Cane Racks, etc.— 
For each Baby Racket, cane rack, 
artful dodger, ring board or other 
similar contrivance $2.60 per day. or 
$25.00 per year. 

Steam or Hand Laundry— For each 
steam or hand laundry operated in 
the City of Hopkinsville. $25.00 per 
annum. 

Foreign Laundry —Each and everv 
agency representing a steam or hand 
laundry not owned or operated in 
the City of Hopkinsville. or each 
agent who shall solicit or accept 
work for such steam or hand laun- 
dry in said City, shall payalicenae tax 
of $25.00 per annum. 

Coal Oil — ^To sell by retail petro- 
leum, lubricating oil or other oil for 
each wagon used in tran.sporting or 
retailing such oils, $24.00 per annum. 

Stock Brokers— Stock Brokers 
shall pay a license of $50.00 per an- 
num; every firm, company or corpo- 
ration who shaH carry on a business 
of buying, selling, soliciting or re- 
ceiving orders for the purchase or 
sale of future delivery, on margins, 
on part pa3^mt of the price in ad- 
vance', wheat, com, oats, cotton, 
pork, lardr railroad stocks or bonds, 
or other stocks or bonds, shall be 
deemed a stock broker. 

Hotels and Taverns For each hotel 
or tavern with 2.') rooms or more, 
$10.00 per annum; for each hotel or 
tavern with less than 25 rooma, $8.00 
per annum. 

Playing Cards — For selling by re- 
tail playing cards $10.00 per axmum. 

Pistols, Dirks, etc.— For selling by 
retail Pistols, brass knucks, dirks, 
bowie knives or slung . shots, $60.00 
per annum. 

Pawn brokers— To engage in the 
business of pawn broker, $25.00 per 
annum. 

Box Ball Alley— To keep a box ball 
alley in the city of Hopkinsville, for 
the use of which a price is charged, 

$15.00 per annum. 

Cigarettes— For selling by retail 
cigarettes or cigarette paper, wheth- 
er the cfgarette paper be sold or giv- 
en away, attached to package of to- 
bacco, or thrown down or away, or 
so placed as to put the parties in pos- 
session of same by trick or artifice, 
$10.00 per annum. 

Animal Shows— For ail exhibitions 
of trained animals on the streets, or 
alleys of said city, $1.00 per day. 

and Pony Shows— For each 
and every dog and pony show given 
under canvass in said city, $1.00 for 
each cent admission fee charged for 
adults. 

Microscopes, Etc.— Each and ev- 
ery operator of lung testers, mi- 
croscope, telescopes, muscle testers, 
galvanic batteries, or any similar 
contrivance, who shall engage in 
same for profit in said city shall pay 
a license tax of $12.00 per year, or 
$1.00 per week. 

Commercial Agencies— For each 
and every person, firm, company or 
corporation having representatives 
in this city who engage in the busi- 
ness of inquiring into and reporting 
upon the credit and standing of per- 
sons engaged in business in the city 
of Hopkinsville $10.00 per annum. 
Any person acting as correspondent 
or sub-agent of such agent or com- 
pany, and who shall transact any 
business, make reports to such com- 
pany, whether within or without this 
city, without their party or company 
having first paid the tax herein pro- 
vided, shall be liable to all penalties 
for carrying on the business without 
paying the tax herein provided. 

Feather Renovators — On each 
feather renovator $10.u0 per annum. 

Fortune Tellers, Clairvoyants, 
Palmists, Etc. Every person who 
professes to be a fortune teller, 
clairvoyant or palmist, or who pre- 
tends to know of lost or stolen arti- 
cles, or foretells future events by 
cards, mesfnerism, clairvoyance or 
any other device for fee, reward or 
compensation, shall be deemed a 
clairvoyant, and shall pay a license 
tax of $1.00 par day. $5.00 per 
week, or $25.00 per annum. 

Medicine Vendors or Solicitors— 



For each ind every person, firm, 
dompany or corporation selling pat- 
ent medicines, except a merchant or 
druggist selling from his place of 
business; also each transient vendor 
or trader of patent, aaeret or pro- 
prietary medicines or nostrums by 
whatever name called, whether trad- 
ed or sold on order or otherwise, $25 
per annum. 

Photograph Galleries On each 
photograph, tin type, open air or 
tent gallery set up inside said city. 
$1.00 per day or $10.0^) per yeai\ 

Piano and Organ Agencies- On 
each agency for the sale of pianos 
and organs, $10.00 per annum. 

Picture Enlargement— On each 
solicitor or agent for the enlarge- 
ment of picturea, or solicitors for 
picture frames or pictures, $1.00 per 
day or $5.00 per wedk. 

Soda Founts— On each soda fount. 
$2.50 per annum. 

Popcorn Poppers— On each pop- 
corn popper, $2.60 per annum. 
Vendors of Spectacles and Jewelry 
-On each transient vendor of spec- 
tacles or jewelry, whether offered 
for sale in the store of a licensed 
merchant or not, $5.00 per day or 
$25.00 per week. 

Eating Stands Refreshment Stands 
and Lunch Coimters— On each eating 
stand, refreshment stand or lunch 
counter $1.00 per day or $.5 per an- 
num. 

Peddlers — All persons who shall 
peddle any goods, wares or merchan- 
dise, except marketing grown or 
produced by them, within the limits 
of said city shall pay a license tax as 
follows, to-wit: For one day or 
more, not exceeding six days. $6.00 
per day: for over six days and not 
exceeding three weeks. $15.00 per 
week; for one month or more at the 
rate of S.'SO.OO per month; for one 
year $100.00. 

Opera Houses and Public Halls— 
For each opera house or public hall 
or other hall, let or used for exhibi- 
tions, lectures, concerts, operas, or 
showsi of any kind $25.00 per annum. 
No indecent or immoral show shall 
be permitted therein, and any inde- 
cent or immoral show shall be forth- 
with suppressed by the police. Pro- 
vided that no other license shall be 
required for any show or exhibition 
given in such licensed hall except as 
in this sub section required. 

Billiard or Pool Saloon, etc. On 
each billiard or pool saloon $25 00 per 
annum for the first table and $5 per 
annum for eaeh additional table. 
Provided no license shall be granted 
in this sub-section until the laws of 
the State of Kentucky have been 
complied with. 

Jenny Lind. Bagatelle cr Pigeon 
Hole Table— For Jennie Lind, baga- 
telle or pigeon hole tables, not kept 
exclusively for family use, each $25 
per annum. 

Restaurants and Cafes— On each 
restaurant or cafe $7.50 per annum. 

Investment Companies— For each 
and every investment company or 
a&sociation that does busines.^ in said 
city, or that solicits the sale of in- 
stallments or other forms of stock 
or coupons or any promise to pay 
executed by such company or a«580- 
ciation, in said city $100.00 per 
annum or fractional part of year. 

Bill Posters; For bill posters$l0.00 
per annum, and every person, com- 
pany or corporation whose business 
is to post bill.-, placards or advertis- 
ing matter on boards, walls or public 
places for compensation shall be 
deemed a bill poster. 

Insurance Companies;— Each In- 
surance campany, before doing bus- 
iness in the City of Hopkinsville, 
shall designate some person as its 
agent whose duty it shall be to pro- 
cur<*a license as herein provided; 
said license tax shall be as follows, 
towit; On each fire insurance com- 
pany $12,50 per ahnttm; On each 
Life Insurance Company $60.00 per 
annum; On eaeh Accident, Health 
and Accident, Liability, Plate^lass, 
Credit Indenmity, Burglary, Steam 
Boiler, Tornado and Fidelity and 
Surety insurance company $10.00 per 
annum. No person or persons shall 
represent, write or solicit or act as 
agent for such company or compan- 
ies above mentioned in this sub sec- 
tion, has not complied with 
above provisions of this sub section 
of this ordiiianc«r. 

Sec. 8.— Any person, tinu, com- 
pany or corporation wishing to en- 
gage in the business of operatinir a 
billiard or pool saloon, restaurant or 
cafe within the limits of said Cil^, 
shall make application to the Board 
of Counei! of said city, and it must 
appear tu the .satisfaction of said 
Council that written or printed 
notices of the time when such ap- 
plication shall be made, shall have 
been posted on or near the front 
door of the city and county court 
houses, in a conspicuous place for at 



least ten days next before f*' 
plication is made, giving Hk .ii>>l 
and ntimbtr or hatee of the house to 
be occupied. 

No license shall be granted to any 
person, firm, company or corporation 
to conduct or operate a billiard or 
pool saloon, restaurant or cafe with- 
in the city limiUs of said city except 
by vote of said Council at some call 
meeting or regular meeting 
of said Board of Council. 

A copy of the order of said Coun 
cil granting licenses under this sub- 
section of this ordinance, shall be 
furnished the Treasurer by said ap- 
plicant, when he shall issue such 
license as provided in this ordi- 
nance. 

Sec. 9.— All applications for licen- 
ses to run eating stands, refreshment 
stands and lunch counters, in 
the city most contain in addition to 
other requirements specified in this 
ordinance the approvid of the Mayor 
of said city. 

Sec. 10.— All licenses shall expire 
on the .^Ist of December of the year 
in which such licenses are granted; 
except that licenses may be granted 
for one or more days, or by the 
week or month as provided herein. 

Sec. 11.— This ordinance is not to 
apply or in anywise interfere with 
the mode of application or issuance 
of liquor license as provided in 
Chapter 29 of the General ordimmees 
of the City of Hopkinsville. 

Sec. 12.— Any person, firm, com 
pany or corporation who shall vio 
late any of the provisions of this 
ordinance shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor and upon conviction 
thereof shall be punished in the 
Police Court by a fine of not less 
than $25.00 nor more than $100, and 
each day said ordinance^ps violated 
shall be deemed a separate offense. 

Sec. 13.— It shall be the duty of 
the City Treasurer to keep a book 
in which he shall enter all licenses 
granted, the date on which they 
take effect and the amount of tax 
thereon, and he diall report in writ- 
ing at the first regular meeting of 
the Board of Council in each month, 
all licenses issued by him, together 
with the amount of tax received by 
him thereon. 

Sec. 14.— All ordinances and parts 
of ordinances in conflict with this or- 
dinance are hereby repealed. 

This ordinance to take effect and 
be in force from and after the First 
day of July next following its adop- 
tion, approval and publication. 
Adopted June 19. 1906.
